dute, Henjamin Austin Fowler, has
been a resident of Phoenix und Mari-
copa county sinee 1888, Coming with
the expectation of developing a fruit
furm, he wus early confrooted with the
discouraging conditions of the long
southwestern drouth. It was natural
that he soon became identified with
the movement in Arizona looking to-
ward governmental development of
the water supply. Elected to the legis
lature, he pushed through a bill per-
mitting counties to co-operate with the
engineers of the geological survey.
He has been the president since its or-
ganization of the Salt River Valley
Water Users' aswociation, has been
president of the Arizona Agricultural
association, has served as & member
of the executive committee of the Na-
tional Irrigation association, in simi-
lar capacity with the Trans-Mississ-
ippl congress, and s & viee president
of the American Forestry association.
During the past four years he has
spent much time in Washington, as-
sisting the officinls of the geologioal
survey in the passage through con-
gress of measures beneficial o the
urid west, with especial reference to
the needs of his home community.

The candidate was born in Stone-
ham, Mass , Decomber 14, 1843. Dur-
ing the civil was be served in Louis-
fana, in the signal corps, under Gen.
Dudley, participating in the actions
before Fort Hudson and at Donald-
sonville. He graduated from Yale in
88 for & while teaching school, but
for the greater part of the time before
coming to Arizona he was associsted
with u book publishing house, having
residence at Boston, New York and
Chicago. BSixteen years ago he was
married to Miss Ella Fraocis Quinby,
of Medford, Mass.

Mr. Fowler is & good and persua-
sive talker, and has shown himself a
business man of remarkable force.
To him is given & large part of the
eredit for so orgsnizing the Salt
River Valley Wauter User's associa-
tion that it has been accepred by the
interior department as & model for
similar organizstions elsewhere in
the west,

Mr. Fowler as done more to pro-
mote the general welfare of the terrl-
tory in the last few years than any
other man—devoling as he has prac-
tically all his time in trying to get the
government interested in appropriat-
ing large sums for building storage
reservoirs for irrigation. The Tonto
dam, now under course of construc-
tion, and employing 1000 men stands
a8 0 monument to his endeavor. Mr.
Fowler is president of the Salt River
Valley Water Users' sssociation, and

FLOOD AT SOLOMONVILLE
Many Houses Washed Awsy by the Waters
Coming Down San Simon Valley.

Last Friday Solomonville was
visited by one of the most destructive
floods ever known in that section.

The flood came down the San Simon
valley last Friday night and the en-
tire town was submerged to a depth of
from one to three feet.

The residence of C. E. Moorman
wos almost totally destroyed. It was
an adobe building and the water ran
asround it to a depth of three feet or
more sod the back walls melted down
and the roof of the house except that
covering two {ront rooms fell in.

The home of ex-sheriff Ben Clark
one of the best in Solomonville, also
an adobe building, was washed entire-
ly down. It was situated on the south
border of the town and the nearest the
San Simon wash.

The adobe wall which surrounded
the jail at the court house wos wash-
ed away and all over the town small
adobe buildings and outhouses were
carried away.

Solomonville is located just west of
the San Simon wash, which enters the
Gila river a short distance below
town. Several years ago the citizens
of the place spent several thousand
dollars in building a levee for pro-
tection against the San Simon foods
and waters, but sufficient water came
down the valley Friday night to wash
away the levee like so much sugar.
